in Devanagari script and also the lists of addenda and corri 
genda to the same als may be required and specified by the 
Chief Electoral Officer , Goa , in accordance with the manus 
cript copies supplied to them . The tenders will be opened by 
the Chief Electoral Officer , Goa , in his chamber on 25-6-1965 
ait 4 P.M. 

The rates to be quoted shall be for the following items. 
1. For one foolscap folio printed page of list of amendments . 

2. For half foolscap folio printed page of lists of amend 
menitis . 

3. « Nil > list of amendments ( on quarter foolscap folio ) . 
The tenderers may note the following conditions : 
1. The plane cream wove paper will be supplied by printers . 

2. Sealed tenders should be sent to this office within the 
stipulated time endorsing on ithe cover « Tenders for printing 
Electoral Rolls, 1965 > and an acknowledgment should be had . 
Printing capacity of the press and the script ishould also ble 
indicated in the tender. The tender should be accompanied 
by a chalan of Rs. 50 / - duly credited into State Bank or Local 
Treasury towards earnest money . 

3. The printer whose tender is accepted shall have to depo 
sit an amount to the extent of 10 % of the work entrusted , 
subject to minimum of Rs. 100 / - one hundred only and pro 
duce the chalan immediately after the tender is accepted and 
also enter into agreement before commercing the work . 

4. The printer whose tender is accepited shall have to print 
the rolls as would be supplied by the Chief Electoral Officer 
in Devanagari script. 

5. Manuscript copies of the rolls to be printed will be sup 
plied to them by the Chief Electoral Officer, They should 


taske delivery of the same on 1-7-1965 at Panjim and check 
them up very carefully and commence the work immediately 
in accordance with the same. 

6. The printed rolls should be delivered to the Chief Elec 
toral Officer at Panjim at printer s cost by the 31-7-1965 at 
the latest 

7. The printer shall not change any portion of the matter 
and shall prepare the proof strictly in accordance with the 
manuscript copies supplied . Unless the proof copies are 
approved by the person authorised by the undersigned , the 
printing of final list should not commence otherwise the 
printer will be liable to reprint the lists at his own cost if 
errors are noticed in the printed copies . 

8. All numerical figures should be in the language of the 
rollis . 

9. Heading should be printed on the first page only and 
on the rest of the pages only the serial numbers of ithe co 
lumns should be printed . 

10. Each page except the front page should contain 100 
to 110 names in two halves of the foolscap paper . Every 
effort should be made to minimise the space and consump 
ition of paper. The names should be printed neatly . and as 
much space as possible should be left on both the sides of the 
page to enable marking at least 3 digits . 

11. The total number of copies to be printed in respect of 
each part will not exceed 50. However , the exact number of 
copies required will be communicated while executing the 
agreement. Exact number of copies as communicated to them 
should be printed . Supply of lesser number of copies than 
ordered will be summarily rejected . 

12. Along with the supplies , a detailed bill should be pres 
cribed and the payment of the ibil will be made only after 
satisfying that the prim ting work is completed as per agree 
ment bonid and the same is in accordance with the instructions . 

13. Any loss to Government in this behalf on account of 
th s negligence on the part of the proprietor shall be recovered 
from him as per the law now in force. 

14. The successful temnderer will have to execute an agree 
ment in the draughted form . 

15. The Chief Electoral Officer reserves the right to reject 
any or all tenders without assigning any reasons and the 
decision taken by him shall be final. 

16. Any other information in this respect shall be had from 
the office Superintendent ( Election Branch ) Secretariat, Pan 
jim , on any working day , during office hours.
